RESOLUTION 

F. No. 11012|4|85-S.R.—Government had vide 
its Resolution No. 11012|4|85-SR dated the 
2nd April, 1986 appointed a Commission consist¬ 
ing of Shri Justice E. S. Venkataramiah, Judge of 
the 1 Supreme Court of India to determine and 
specify the Hindi-speaking areas of Punjab which 
shall go to Haryana in lieu of Chandigarh. 

2. There has not been an agreement between the 
Governments of Pujab and Haryana on the villages 
which could be transferred to Haryana in lieu of 
Chandigarh. It is also noticed that in the original 
claim statement, Haryana did not prefer any claim to 
the villages and preferred a claim only on the evening 
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of 29-5-86 and on 30-5-86. In the circumstances, it 
has become necessary to extend the term of the Com¬ 
mission. This, however, shall not come in the way of 
the transfer of Chandigarh to the State of Punjab in 
terms of the Memorandum of Settlement and the 
Government of India has, therefore, decided to trans¬ 
fer Chandigarh to Punjab on the 2Jst June, 1986. 
Thus the transfer of Chandigarh as envisaged in the 
Resolution constituting Shri Justice Venkataramiah 
Commission stands adhered to. The Government has 
also decided to extend ihc term of the Commission till 
10th of June, 1986. 

3. The Commission is requested to consider the 
respective cases of parties in due course during the 
extended period of the Commission. 

4. This Resolution has been discussed with the 
Chief Ministers of Punjab and Haryana.
